favoring preferential tarriffs on 
wheat from the Dominions en- 
tering the Motherland: 


“It is ridiculous to suggest, as 
Press despatches trom Ottawa 
during the past few days. indi- 
cate, that the entire grain trade 
of Canada and grain growers of 
the West consider that a prefer- 
ential tarriff in favor of Cana- 
dian wheat in the British mar- 
ket would be of no advantage 
to Canada, Confidental briefs, 
indicating such a view, may 
have been submitted to the Do- 
mioion Government by the 
authorized spokesmen of. vari- 
ous bodies, but itis absurd to 
assume there is no contrary 
ovinion among those they pur- 
port to represent. The official 
representations made by grain 

rade spokesmen ‘ara not the 
views of all grain dealers any - 
more than the Wheat Pools and 
Provincial Governments  ex- 
press the views of all farmers 
in the West, 

“Almost everyone can agree 
that a quota system would be 
cumbersome and useless, but a 
preferential tariff is a different 
matter, Personally, I believe 
the free entry of Canadian 
wheat into the British market, 
by far the biggest wheat im- 
porting market in the world, 
with a daty against non-Em- 


advantage in marketing our 
Canadian crop and over a period 
of years would assist in obtain- 
ing better prices for ovr west- 
ern grain growers, Consider- 
ng the almost prohibitive tariffs 
against all wheat imports now 
in effect in all European coun- 
tries, I believe there is much to 
be gained and nothing lost by 
such a preference, 

“Tt seems to me unfortunate, 
particularly at this time, when 
wheat growers in Western Can- 
ada need allthe assistance and 
encouragement they can get 
that spokesmen, who at best 
supposedly represent less than 
half of the farmers in the West, 
sh ould take the position that a 
preferential ‘tariff in favor of 
our wheat in the British mur- 
ket isa matter of supreme in- 
difference to them. Whatever 
the views of our Western farm- 
ers may have been on this fif- 
teen or twenty years ago, I do 
not believe they are. today in- 
different to the advantages that 
would accrue to them from such 
a preference, I believe that if 
the Dominion Government can, 
in exchange for tariff conces- 
sions on- British manufactures 
entering Canada, secure a pre- 
ferential tariff in favor of Can- 
adian wheat entering the Brit- 
ish market, they will accomp- 
lish something of great benefit 
to the whole of Canada and will 
earn the thanks of the majority 
of farmers and business men in 
Western Canada.

Natures Use of Water

Probably the most important 
single factor in plant life is 
water. One of the marvels’ of 
the universe is nature’s use: of 
this element as the principal 
medium inthe growth develop- 
ment and transportation” of 
consistent chemical elements 
from the soil and from the “air 
for transformation into plant 
structure, and in this work a 
lot of water is used.
